;We  have  sustained  a  severe  loss  in  the  pmchase  of  the 
[idland  Railway  by  the  W.  &  W.  R.  R.  Co*  which  has 
)sorbed  its  traffic,  and,  added  to  this,  the  past  year  has 
>en  one  of  great  commercial  and  financial  depression  ; 
it,  notwithstanding  these  drawbacks,  our  earnings,  less 
le  earnings  derived  from  the  Smithfield  business  of  the 
previous  year,  show  a  small  increase. 
•  We  have  reduced  the  operating  expenses  810,032.84  less 
ian  those  of  the  preceding  year.  Notwithstanding  the 
mstant  use  of  the  construction  train,  a  saving  of  2,310 
dies  in  engine,  mileage  between  Goldsboro  and  More- 
aad,  as  compared  with  mileage  between  same  points 
tst  year,  has  been  effected  at  a  total  cost  of  $1.40  per 
kile  less,  and  that  much  wear  and  tear  on  the  track 
ived. 
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Notwithstanding  our  straitened  circumstances  we  have 
been  the  pioneers  in  the  general  change  of  gauge  which 
has  recently  taken  place  throughout  the  South.  In 
making  this  change  no  additional  labor  was  employed 
except  in  the  shops.  Up  to  date  the  total  cost  has  been 
$2,844.80.  The  benefits  to  be  derived  from  being  of  the 
same  gauge  as  other  roads  will  be  large,  and  are  already 
beginning  to  be  felt.  It  will  be  gratifying  to  you  to  know 
thajt  in  this  change  no  passenger  train  lost  a  connection, 
a  record  which  we  believe  no  other  of  the  changed  roads 
has. 

Realizing  the  fact  that  luxury  and  comfort  of  travel 
are  necessary  to  the  building  up  of  a  first-class  watering 
place  at  Morehead,  we  have  introduced  the  Pullman  car 
service  on  this  Road.  These  cars  will  run  through  from 
Asheville,  and  effort  should  be  made  to  have  them 
through  without  change  from  the  large  western  cities. 

We  have  induced  a  fertilizer  firm  to  erect  on  the  com- 
pany's property  at  New  Berne  a  large  and  commodious 
iron  warehouse  for  the  storage  of  guanos.  The  erection 
of  this  building,  which  we  hope  will  be  followed  by  others, 
assures  us  of  additional  fertilizer  freights.  At  Morehead 
we  have  afforded  to  an  extensive  dealer  in  ice,  fish,  etc., 
room  for  the  location  of  a  packing  house,  and  at  Golds- 
boro  we  have  given  space  to  a  large  oil  concern  for  a 
storage  warehouse.  By  offering  such  facilities  these 
parties  have  been  able  to  extend  their  business,  and  we 
have  profited  by  the  increased  freight  earnings  derived 
therefrom. 

We  have  safely  transported  all  passengers  during  the 
past  year  and  but  one  connection  has  been  missed,  owing 
to  a  vessel  in  a  severe  gale  having  been  blown  into  Trent 
River  Bridge.  Obstructions  have  been  placed  on  the 
track  once.  The  guilty  person  was  at  once  ferreted  out, 
and  is  now  serving  a  long  term  in  the  penitentiary.  On 
three  occasions  missiles  have  been  thrown  at  passing 
trains.  In  two  of  these  cases  the  offenders  have  been 
arrested,  one  of  them  sent  to  the  penitentiary,  and  the 
other  is  awaiting  trial. 

Two  new  side  tracks  have  been  put  in,  two  are  now 
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being  built,  and  material  for  the  fifth  has  been  ordered. 
By  thus  developing  the  local  business  of  the  Road  we  are 
satisfied  that  its  revenues  can  be  best  increased. 

The  Road  Master  reports  all  bridges  absolutely  safe. 
The  old  bridge  over  Bear  Creek  has  been  torn  down  and 
a  new  and  improved  structure  erected  in  its  stead.  The 
rebuilding  of  Newport  River  Bridge,  which  we  found 
partially  finished,  has  been  completed,  and  several 
smaller  bridges  and  culverts  have  been  replaced  by  new 
ones.  Extensive  repairs  have  been  made  to  Neuse  and 
Trent  Rivers  Bridges,  but  they  will  require  before  winter 
additional  work,  for  which  material  has  in  part  been 
secured.  The  piling  of  the  approach  to  the  Morehead 
warehouse  will  probably  have  to  be  renewed  before  next 
summer,  the  ravages  of  the  Teredo  making  it  unsafe  for 
it  to  remain  longer.  Piles  driven  there  only  a  few  years 
ago  are  now  almost  entirely  eaten  away  between  low  and 
high  water-marks.  It  is  proposed  hereafter  to  use  only 
creosoted  piling  at  this  point,  for  which  arrangements 
have  already  been  made.  Its  first  cost  is  greater,  but  it 
is  not  subject  to  the  attacks  of  the  Teredo. 

The  warehouses  are  in  good  order.  A  station-house  at 
Core  Creek  is  needed  badly  and  one  will  be  built  as  soon 
as  our  finances  will  admit.  The  old  box-car  used  as"  a 
warehouse  at  Newport  should  be  pulled  down  and  a  neat 
little  station  erected  in  its  place.  Small  warehouses  are 
also  needed  at  several  points  along  the  line. 

Of  the  improved  condition  of  the  Road-bed  there  is  no 
necessity  to  speak.  A  gravel-train  has  been  kept  at  work 
upon  it  almost  constantly  for  the  past  year  hauling  bal- 
last and  ditching,  but  it  will  still  take  a  great  deal  of 
work  to  put  it  in  proper  order. 

About  37,000  cross-ties  have  been  placed  in  the  track. 
We  need  50,000  more  to  make  the  track  perfectly  sound, 
as  there  are  still  many  rotten  ties  to  be  taken  out. 

There  are  about  nine  miles  of  steel  rail  on  the  Road  ; 
the  remainder  of  the  track  is  laid  with  iron  rails,  in  many 
•.     places  badly  worn  and  laminated. 

q        We  need  at  once  800  tons  of  50  pounds  steel  rails,  and 
-     they  should  be  placed  in  the  track  before  the  coming 
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summer.  Negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  this  amount 
of  steel  are  in  progress,  and  the  first  instalment  of  it  is 
expected  to  arrive  in  September. 

Among  other  improvements  are  to  be  classed  a  new 
water  tank  at  Newport,  and  a  comparatively  new  feature 
on  Roads  in  this  State,  "Dumps"  for  automatically  and 
instantaneously  loading  locomotive  tenders  with  fire- 
wood. By  this  apparatus  much  time  is  saved  at  wood 
stations  and  the  passenger  schedule  materially  shortened. 

Finding  a  section  some  nineteen  miles  in  length,  and 
deeming  it  too  long  to  be  properly  cared  for  by  one  sec- 
tion master,  we  created  a  new  section,  making  eight  sec- 
tions instead  of  seven  as  heretofore. 

In  conjunction  with  the  citizens  of  the  neighborhood 
we  have  begun  cutting  a  new  road  from  near  Dover  Sta- 
tion to  the  Lower  Trent  road,  about  two  and  one-half 
miles  distant. 

This  road  will  serve  as  a  feeder  to  the  Railroad  and 
gives  access  to  a  portion  of  country  which,  although  very 
near,  has  heretofore  been  almost  entirely  cut  off  from 
transportation  facilities. 

The  Bonded  Debt  is  $190,000,  and  the  Judgment  Debt 
$31,024,  making  a  total  of  $227,024,  the  bonded  debt  bear- 
ing interest  at  the  rate  of  8  per  centum  per  annum,  and 
the  judgment  debt  G  per  centum  per  annum.  This  indebt- 
edness falls  due  in  January,  1888,  and  should  receive  your 
attention  at  this  meeting.  There  is  no  reason  to  doubt 
that  it  can  be  refunded  at  a  much  lower  rate  of  interest. 
The  matter  should  be  at  once  taken  in  hand,  as  probably 
considerable  time  will  be  consumed  in  negotiations. 

There  are  several  suits  pending  for  damages  to  lands 
caused  by  overflow.  These  causes  of  action  arose  before 
we  assumed  control  of  the  Road.  We  have  compromised 
one  or  two  of  these  suits  and  hope  to  win  the  others. 
This  Company  has  a  claim  against  the  United  States  for 
the  occupation  and  use  of  its  Road  from  the  surrender  up 
to  October  26th,  1865.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  have 
this  claim  paid. 

There  are  needed  two  additional  locomotives,  one  for 
shifting  and  one  for  freight  and  passenger  service.     The 
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past  winter  we  have  sadly  felt  the  lack  of  freight  cars. 
Twenty  additional  box  cars,  and  ten  new  flat  cars,  arid  a 
new  gravel  train  of  six  or  eight  cars,  would  enable  us  to 
do  the  work  of  the  Road  much  more  effectively.  New 
and  improved  machine  tools  are  needed  in  the  shops, 
especially  a  steam  hammer.  Shovels,  etc.,  are  needed 
for  the  sections,  most  of  those  in  use  being  badly  worn 
out. 

We  have  not  sold  any  old  material  except  in  exchange 
for  new  car  wheels,  keeping  the  little  we  had  on  hand  to 
help  pay  for  purchase  of  steel  rails.  While  this  will  of 
course  affect  our  receipts  to  a  small  extent,  it  will  increase 
them  hereafter. 

Our  freight  earnings  have  been  somewhat  curtailed  by 
the  almost  total  cessation  of  freight  traffic  during  the 
change  of  guage. 

The  increase  in  passenger  earnings  is  very  satisfactory. 

For  further  and  more  detailed  information,  you  are 
respectfully  referred  to  the  reports  of  the  Road  Master, 
Master  Machinist,  Auditor,  and  Treasurer,  hereto  ap- 
pended. 

This  has  been  a  trying  year  to  the  management.  Vari- 
ous complications  have  arisen,  but  have  each  in  turn  been 
overcome.  The  wet  season  has  given  the  river  steamers 
an  opportunity  to  carry  a  large  portion  of  the  freights, 
and  the  presence  of  "'Ocean  Tramps"  at  Wilmington, 
loading  directly  for  European  and  other  ports,  has  made 
inroads  into  our  cotton  receipts  at  Goldsboro. 

It  will  take  patient  and  hard  work  to  build  up  the  At- 
lantic Road  to  the  level  of  the  first-class  Roads  of  this 
State.  It  can  be  done,  however,  and  we  believe  is  being 
done  with  measurable  rapidity  ;  but,  in  order  for  this 
progress  to  continue,  the  management  must  remain  as 
untrammelled  as  it  has  been  the  past  year,  and  must  be 
kept  freed  from  political  pressure  of  every  kind.  This 
Road  must  be  operated  as  other  Roads  which  pay — simply 
and  purely  for  the  money  that  is  in  it,  and  its  officers 
selected  for  their  individual  capacity  and  ability,  and  not 
for  the  political  influence  of  themselves  and  friends,  local 
or  otherwise.     Being   largely   owned   by   the   common- 
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wealth,  and  several  counties  holding  its  stock,  it  is  apt 
to  become  a  political  machine.  Should  this  happen,  its 
doom  is  sealed,  and  ere  long  it  will  share  a  fate  similar 
to  that  of  other  corporations  politically  controlled.  Man- 
age the  Atlantic  Road  as  private  corporations  are  man- 
aged, and  it  will  soon  take  its  place  beside  them.  Give 
it  a  fair  showing,  a  living  chance,  and  sustain  its  officers, 
and  then  make  them  responsible  for  its  improvement,  and 
before  many  seasons  shall  have  rolled  by,  it  will  occupy 
a  position  different  from  the  one  it  holds  to-day. 

We  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  Executive 
intends  that  no  backward  step  shall  be  taken  with  this 
property,  and  the  stockholders  are  to  be  congratulated 
that  the  Governor  dares  independently  of  all  other  con- 
siderations to  do  what  he  deems  best  for  the  interest  of 
this  Company  ;  and  the  best  evidence  of  the  confidence 
of  capital  in  his  judgment  is  the  increased  value  of  the 
stock  and  its  rapid  consolidation  into  very  few  hands.

SYNOPSIS. 


Engines. — The  cost  of  material  and  labor  for  repairs, 
&c.,  on  Locomotive  Engines  amounts  to  $4,675.55.  This 
includes  thorough  repairs  on  Engine  4,  and  new  set  of 
steel  tires  for  Engine  2,  which  cost  $215.49,  also  rebuild- 
ing Engine  9,  A.  M.  Scales,  at  a  cost  of  $1,596.75.  We 
have  five  Engines  changed  to  4  ft.  9  in.  gauge,  and  two 
more  to  be  changed  ;  one  of  these  will  be  ready  for  ser- 
vice some  time  this  month,  the  other  is  needing  consider- 
able repairs  and  will  not  be  ready  for  service  for  several 
weeks.     The  total  cost  of  Motive  Power  including  Oils,

Waste,  repairs  of  Engines,  Patterns,  Tools,  Wood  and 
Water  Stations,  Wages  of  Engineers  and  Firemen, 
Cleaners,  &c,  amounts  to  in  full  $14,023.35. 

Passenger  Baggage  and  Mail  Cars — Have  all  been 
changed  to  4  ft.  9  in.  gauge,  and  are  in  fair  condition, 
with  the  exception  of  Coach  7,  which  is  only  used  for 
light  loads.  The  new  Baggage  and  Mail  Car  now  being 
built  in  shops  will  be  ready  for  service  in  a  few  weeks. 
The  total  cost  of  Passenger,  Baggage  and  Mail  Cars,  in- 
cluding Oils,  Waste,  Inspection,  Repairs,  Labor,  &c, 
also  building  new  Baggage  and  Mail  Car,  amounts  to 
$2,792.08. 

Freight  Cars.— We  have  37  box,  2  Fish,  6  Coal  and 
12  Flat  Cars  in  good  order  and  11  Flats  in  bad  order  and 
only  used  for  light  loads  and  ditching.  The  total  cost 
for  Repairs,  Oils,  Waste,  Inspection,  &c,  for  Freight, 
including  the  building  of  2  new  Flat  Cars,  excepting  the 
Trucks,  amounts  to  $2,097.59. 

The  Freight  Cars  have  all  been  changed  to  4  ft.  9  in. 
gauge  with  the  exception  of  5  of  the  old  Fiats,  which 
will  need  some  considerable  repairs  before  they  can  be 
of  any  service. 

Shops. — The  Shop  Building,  Machinery,  Tools,  &c, 
are  all  in  fair  condition,  and  have  cost  for  Repairs, 
Stores,  Fuel,  Wages  of  Stationary  Engineer,  Master 
Mechanic,  Watchmen,  Time-keeper,  &c,  $2,642.50. 

The  Engines  and  Rolling  Stock  now  in  service  are  in 
fair  condition.  Though  few  new  Cars  have  been  added 
to  our  equipment,  considerable  repairs  and  renewals 
have  been  made  in  the  way  of  new  Wheels,  Axles,  &c, 
making  them  more  secure  and  improving  their  carrying 
capacity  considerably.

BRIDGES,  TRESTLES,  &C. 
All  of  the  Bridges  on  the  line  of  the  Road  are  in  good  condition  and 
absolutely  safe.     At  Bear  Creek  and  at  Red  Hill  entirely  new  bridges 
have  been  built ;  and  all  of  the  other  Bridges  have  had  all  necessary 
repairs  to  make  them  safe. 

ROAD-BED  AND  SIDINGS. 
The  Road-bed  is  in  good  order,  I  might  say  in  better  condition  than 
I  have  known  it  for  years,  being  thoroughly  spiked  up  The  construc- 
tion train  has  been  almost  constantly  at  work  during  the  past  year 
ditching  and  ballasting  track  and  Roadway,  which  has  greatly  benefit- 
ed the  Road-bed. 
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The  sidings  or  side-tracks  are  in  good  order.  One  new  siding  has  been 
put  in  at  Goldsboro,  and  new  platform  built  at  cotton  yard.  One  new 
siding  has  been  put  in  at  Atlantic,  a  new  station.  Two  more  are  being 
put  in  between  Wild  wood  and  Atlantic,  and  material  has  been  ordered 
for  still  another  at  Croatan  station. 

The  water  tanks  and  wells  have  been  kept  in  good  order,  and  are 
sufficient  for  the  Company's  service.  At  Newport  station  an  entirely 
new  tank  has  been  built. 

There  has  recently  been  put  up  three  (3)  new  wood  "  Dumps"  for  the 
convenience  of  trains,  viz  :  one  at  Best's  station,  one  at  Tuscarora,  and 
one  at  Kenneday's  crossing. 

WAREHOUSES    AND    PLATFORMS. 
All  of  the  Warehouses  and  Platforms  of   the  Company  have  had  all 
necessary  repairs,  and  are  in  good  order.     An  entirely  new  platform 
has  been  built  at  Morehead  City  fronting  the  Atlantic  Hotel,  and  also 
others  for  "  truckers."
